In one senMt shooting stars havo been 


known for cegturieiL ;.In another sense, 
knowledge concerning -.them was very 
limited. In fact, almost nothing was 
known of -what caused these phenomena 
until within times that are quite modem. 
In ancient history many instances ore re- 
corded of stones' having fallen' from 
heaven. The first meteoric stone of 
•which we we told, fell in Crete, as early 
as 1478 B. 1C., or more than three thou- 
sand years ago.- The first star shower of 
•which a notice ia given in history, oc- 
curred in November, 472, at which time, 
says Theophanes, a Byzantine historian, 
the sky-at Constantinople seemed to be 
on fire with flying meteors. Another 
very remarkable shower, noted 
by 


Conde, in his history of the Arabs, oc- 
curred ia 0ctobei>, 902. Since that time 
many similar' showers havo been known 
to occur, the most memorable one it 
modem times having taken; place in 1833, 
and thj&ia the one.that lead to the work- 
ing <«Fo| the true theory in regard to 
thorn*! rlh<ragfi B5rmboldt:and Bomp- 
land 8fed witnessed the same phenomenon 
in 170!J, nothing was accomplished until 
Prof. Olmsted^after carefully observing 
tho phenomena in the shower oi 1833, 
worked out a theory; which, though 
faulty, was valuable in that it suggested 
to other investigation the true theory. 
As abotrt<;thitf time the celebrated Dr,. 
Olbcrs conceived: the 'idea that these 
sho^ers'jficciirrefrJS'" periods, at intervals 
of afioufrtiiirty-four years. .He accord- 
ingly predicted a shower in 18C7, and 
his prediction was verified ; but, as the 
shower occurred iifier midnight, and-was 
not so-entensivo as the one that took 
place in 1833, ii is not generally known 
that a star slunver of any importance 
has occurred sinco that memorable year. 


It was for ,n, long time' thought, by 


those who made any pretensions tc 
knowledge iri regard to the cause of 
shooting stars, that they were simply the 
result or-'a chemical combination of dif- 
ferent gases, which were supposed to 
have united in the-atmosphere, and to 
have thus produced sufficient heat to 
cause thephcnomena that were witnessed, 
but this theory was no longer satisfac- 
tory, after the observations of 1799 and 
1833, at which time it was noticed that 
the meteors all moved apparently toward 
onogointof tho heavens. This showed 
that they were external bodies moving 
by the earth in parallel lines. On this 
supposition it was easy to account for 
their light. . With .the earth moving in 
its orbit with a velocity of about nine- 
teen miles per second, the friction of 
these"small bodies, even if they were 
without motion of their own, would on 
their coming in contact with the earth's 
atmosphere, produce a degree of heat 
many times hotter than that of any blast 
furnace. It is estimated that the heat 
thus produced is sufficient not only to 
fuse any known substance, but also to 
transform all but very large meteors into 
vapor. 
V' 
Shooting stars were formerly not con- 


sidered as coming •within the province of 
the science of astronomy, but the re- 
searches of Professor H. A. Newton and 
several other noted astronomers show 
them to come within tho province of that 
science as truly as do comets. 
In fact, 


their -investigationi have shown that 
meteors; are very closely related to 
comets. ' Tho investigations both of 


• Newton and Schiaparelli show that these 
particles are in many coses following af- 
ter and, in the orbits of comets, ana the 
November meteors ore known to arise 
from the earth encountering a swarm of 
particles that follow Tempers comet. 
When scattering, or, as they are called, 


sporadic, met^oroids encounter tho earth, 
we have occasional shooting-stars that 
may be seen on nearly every night. But 
the periodic ones move in clusters and 
give us the meteoric shower. The orbit 
of the thickest cluster is such as to have 
ft point in common with the earth. Our 
planet and tins cluster, forever moving 
onward in obediaace to the silent yet 
ever present and irresistible force of the 
sun's attraction, moot at this common 
point three times in a century, and when 
they meet there comes a star shower like 
that of 1333 or of 1867, scenes that to 
some are full of terrors, to others inex- 
pressibly sublime and beautiful.—Cin- 
cinnati Commercial.

The Great Salt Lake. 


Four barrels of water of the Great Salt 
Lake will leave, after evaporation, nearly 
a barrel of salt. The lake was discovered 
in t'uo year 1820, and no outlet from it 
has yet been ascertained. Four or five 
large streams empty themselves into it, 
and the facts of its still retaining its sa- 
line properties seems to point to tho con- 
chisiou that there exists some secret bed 
of s.iliue deposit over which the waters 
flow, and that thus they continue salt— 
for, 
though the lake may bo the residue 


of an immense sea whiuh once covered 
the whole of this region, yet by its con- 
tinuing so suit with the amount of. fresh 
water poured into it daily, thelidea of 
the existence of some such deposit from 
which it receives its supply seems to be 
only tr>o probable. From the past fif- 
teen years, until last year, the lake has 
been gradually rising; but in 1879 it 
receded two or threo feet—a most un- 
usual occurrence—owing to the excep- 
tionally warm weather. There are no 
fiifli in the lake, but myriads of small 
flies corer its eiiriace. Tho buoyancy of 
the water-is so great, that it is not at all 
an easy matter to drown in it. The en.- 
tiro lenth of the lake is eighty-five 
miles, and its breoflh forty-five miles. 
Compared with the Dead Sea, the Groat 
Salt Lake is longer by forty-three miles 
and broader by thirty-five miles.

The re- 
sult is dividends of 25 per cent, per 
quarter and the present astonishing quo- 
tations. John Mason was the dry-goods 
colossus of his day, and left a large fort- 
une. 
His nephew, John O. Jones, was 


President of the Chemical Bank for 
forty years. 
He died not long-ago in a 


good old age, leaving an estate worth 
$2,000,000, most of which had been 
mode by buying -business' paper, in 
which ho was an expert. 
Jones saw. 


Chemical shores reach $1,600, which 
some' considered tho extreme of their 
possible valuation. There are, however, 
no more to be had even at the last quo- 
tations, and it is now probable that they 
will reach $2,000.

.Bananas as Food. 


A pound of bananas is said to contain 
more nutriment than threo pounds of 
meat or many pounds of potatoes, while 
as a food to be ia every "sense of tho 
word far superior to the best whenten 
bread. An aero of ground planted with 
bananas will return, according to Hum- 
boldt, as much food material as thirt.r- 
throo acres of wheat or over 100 
acres of potatoes. 
The banana or 


plantain (for until lately there was no 
such word as banana) is divided into 
several varieties, all of which are used for 
food. Tho platino manzanito is a small, 
delicate fruit, neither longer nor stouter 
than a lady's forefinger. It is tho most 
delicious and prized of all the varieties 
of plantain. El platino guineo, called 
by us banana, is probably more in dr- 
rnand than any other kind. It ia sub- 
divided into different varieties, the prin- 
cipal ol which ore the yellow and pur- 
ple banana that we see for sale in our 
markets, but the latter is so little es- 
teemed by the natives of the tropics 
that it is seldom eaten by them. El 
platino gronde, known to us as simply 
tho plantain, is also subdivided into 
varieties which ore known by their 
savor and size. The kind that reaches 
our market is almost ton , inches long, 
•yet on the Isthnms-of Daridn.there are 
plantains that grow from eighteen to 
"twenty-two inches. 
They ore never 


eaten raw,, but are either boiled or roast- 
ed,; or are prepared as preserves. —Ex-

An emerald of vivid luster, ol rich 


color, devoid of bleraisb.ee, and of a brill 
iancy akin to that of a diamond, is val- 
ued at from $100 a carat up to almost 
anything its owner chooses to name. 
Good emeralds, meaning good color and 
quite free from flaws, are very rare, and 
have very nearly as muoh value as the 
ruby. An emerald of twenty-four grains, 
and good color, was sold at the auction 
of tho Marquis do Dree, for 2,400 francs. 
The Sultan of Oude, in the East Indies, 
in said to have given to the King of En- 
gland, among other presents, on emerald 
of tho size of a hen's egg. 
The treasury 


of Yicnna is said to contain an emerald 
of 2,205 carats, valued at 300,000 crowns. 
An emerald belonging to the crown of 
Itussia is noticed in a Russian journal as 
being of tho size of a hen's egg.
